Russian icflueuce supportfd M. Con- 


staus. Tbf reports that tbe cxar bad rt- 
solve«l to deal geiitly with England are 
entirely misleading. He aot ouly brought 
stroug presinre on the portt iu favor of 
the French scheme, but bought strenuous- 
ly to secure important railway conces- 
sions iu Asia Minor. Russian influence 
iu Persia, moreover, is supreme, now that 
Russia bas guaranteed the loaa wade by 
that countiy. 


Nevertheless M. Constans was obliged 


to re-port failure. The sultau not ouly re- 
fused to lend himself to the schemes of 
the dual alliance, but ordered his agents 
in Egypt to avoid raising difficulties in 
(Jreat Britain's way. He also assured 
Lord Salisbury that he would not favor 
Russia's views in Asia Minor. 


The sultan's motive in refusing to sup- 


port France and Russia was not fear of 
a further extension of Russian influence 
in Anatolia, and still less was he moved 
by affection for Great Britain. He was 
actuated solely by the wishes of Emperor 
Wil'-iaui, whose influence in Constantino- 
ple is now greater than ever. ' 


M. Coustans •will soon return and J-P- 


uew his efforts, but he is chagrined by liis 
first failure. He has. indeed, intimated 
to bis closest friends his desire tor the 
premiership of France if M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau falls. This suggestion followed 
two or three recent votes in the chamber 
of deputies which indicate that The tenure 
of of the present cabinet is precarious. It 
is already in the air that there will be a 
Constaus ministry before the exhibition 
opens. 


Hallway to tlie Pacific. 


New York, 'Feb. 27.— Another railway 


to the Pacific coast is assured, according 
to A. F. Seested of Kansas, City, who is 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. "Just uow," he 
said, "our people are manifesting a good 
deal of interest in the construction of the 
proposed Kansas City. Mexico and Ori- 
ent railroad. It will be known as the 
Orient Short line and will run trom Kan- 
sas City to Tobolobampo, a deep, water 
port on the Pacific coast ol Mexico. It 
will bo 1,800 miles long, cost $30,000,00^. 
and one-third of the money has already 
been pledged. A. E. StillweH, who built 
the Kaus-as City, Pittsbnrg and Gulf 
railroad, is the originator of the pew 
route and will be president of the compa- 
ny. which ^ill be incorporated under the 
laws of Kansas, not Missouri. It is ex- 
pected the road will be iu full operation 
before .Inly 1, 1002. From Topolobumpo 
steamship lines will sail to the orient and 
to ports on the coasts of South and Nortb 
America. Some of the leading capitalists 
of the west are interested, and foreign 
capital is not lacking for ftie enterprise.'' 


Rapid Transit Investigation. 


New York. Feb. 27.—The World says 


that 2- 
r> men will be^ indicted by the spe- 


cial grand jury now in session as n result 
of the investigation into the recent beat- 
movement rtgainst the Brooklyn Itupid 
Transit. Some o£ these indictments will 
be for violation of the penal code, which 
prohibits circulating false information to 
destroy the value of stocks.. Others will 
be for swindling pure nnd simple. 
The 


grand jury has examined many witnesses 
and found that not only have well known 
persons in "Wnll street been back of the 
raid on Brooklyn Itapid Transit stock, 
but that they have also been connected 
with the 520 per cent syndicates which 
have been exposed recently.

Later, however, they voted and paid taxes ' 
in Massachusetts only, notwithstanding 
tho protest of the county authorities in 
Connecticut. In 179.!, a.fu;r peace was re- 
stored, both states appointed commission- 
ers, but the dispute was carried on until 
1S04, when a compromise was reached. 
There were several similar disputes be- 
nvet.ii the two states besides those which 
now appear upon the map, and an agree- j 
nii-nt was reached by which Massachusetts 
consented to surrender her claim to a strip 
of territory in Woodstock and Suttield 
townships provided Connecticut would 
yield her claims to the other tracts in dis- 
pute. No action, however, was taken upon 
the report. 


In 1810 the. controversy was revived by 


some legal proceeding, and another com- 
mission was appointed, but if it over 
reached a conclusion there i-» no record to 
be found. In 1820 a third commission vras 
intrusted with the settlement, and after 
two years they decided upon the present 
Boundary line, which was adopted by thu 
egislature of both states.—Chicago Rec- 
ord.

The stormy petrols nest just above the 


Atlantic surge ou the islets near Inrui und 
the Hebrides. There above the rock on 
certain islands in a black, buttery soil, in 
•which they burrow like winged mice, each 
one xviil lay one white egg. 


As this desertion of the regions of light 


and air by birds is something outside the 
natural course of their lives, it leads to 
various odd and unexpected social couipli 
cations and domestic problems. 


Among the latter is a .serious one, tho 


difliculty of keeping tho underground 
house clean or moderately cool. It is usu- 
ally very hot. Satidanurtins, for instance, 
do not attempt to ventilate their burrows 
as rabbits and rats do, neither do king- 
fishers nor the stormy petrels when they 
make their own burrows and do not creep 
into chinks between piles of stones or 
rocks.

"\Veapoiin Are Produced. 


An interesting paper on Japanese swords 


by Mr. Gilbertson appears in the "Trans- 
actions" of tho Japanese society. The 
blades arc made from metal chiefly the 
deposits of magnetic iron ore juid ferru- 
ginous sand, and, in. the opinion of many 
experts, no weapons are superior to those 
produced by the Japanese. The art of 
making the blades was at one time a se- 
cret, handed down from father to sou and 
master to pupil. 
Tho mode of manufac- 


ture is as follows: A strip or' steel is weld- 
ed to a rod of iron, which serves as a han- 
dle. 
A number of strips of steel are then 


welded on the first until the muss meas- 
ures 6 inches or 8 inches iu length, "L 
1A to 


2K inches wide by one-quarter to three- 
quarters of an inch thick. 


When raised to a suitable heat, this bar 


is doubled in half and then beaten out to 
the original dimensions. This process is 
repeated 15 times. Four such bars are 
made, welded t-jgether, then doubled over, 
again welded and forged as l^sforc live 
times. So thin are the original strips of 
steel and so often are they doubled over 
that it is estimated that a Japanese sword 
blade consists of 1,19-1,304 layers of metal. 
The bar is then beaten out from the six 
inch or eight inch to the required length. 
Sometimes in the forging process the 
metal is hammered on the edge, and the 
instruments, instead of bchig all steel, are 
alternately a layer of sa-el and one of iron, 
a combination which produces beautiful 
markings representing fine wood grain or 
wavy linos. 


\Yhen the blade is complete, it is scraped 


with a knife, and tho tang^—that part in- 
serted in the hilt—is shaped. 
The blade 


is then roughly ground, and if the smith 
is satisfied with it he generally signs his 
name upon tho tang. Now it is orna- 
mented, and the process is interesting. 
The blade is thickly coated with a misture 
of clay, line river sand and finely powder- 
ed charcoal. When this coating is nearly 
dry, 
a design is traced upon it, cutting 


through to the blade. The weapon, when 
the coating is properly set, is plunged into 
a specially prepared fire, and when suffi- 
ciently heated—only by long experience 
can a man judge this—it is dipped into 
water or oil. Tho operation of sharpening 
in the case of a very fine blade sometimes 
requires 50 days to finish, the surface be- 
ing gone over as many as 20 times. 
Fi- 


nally the blade is mostminutelyexamined 
by the owner or by an expert.

IN FORMS OF ICE.

Artificial ice is commonly frozen in 


blocks 11 by 33 by 40 inches, weighing 320 
pounds. Into such or even larger blocks 
theater posters are sometimes frozen for 
the purpose of novelty in display, 
blocks being placed lying Hat or s 
on end \ipon the sidewalk. Kven when 
thus exposed a block of such size will last 
for a considerable time. Xow and then :i 
'florist has a bunch Of flowers irozeii in a 
cake of ice for the same purpose.' A butch- 
er limy have a leg of lanih frozen in an ice 
block, and sometimes a fish dealer has a 
fish frozen in a block of ito, which is sut 
on edge, the fish showing iu its natural 
position in the center of the block. 


Occasionally (lowers are froren in ice to 


niake a decorative piece for a dinner table, 
the molds used for such purposes being 
more or less ornamental in design or dec- 
orative in effect. One mold that is used 
for this purpose produces an ice form hav- 
ing a square base, slightly tapering, sur- 
mounted by a dome. This piece id about 
12 Inches square at the base anil about 30 
inches in height. Another form used for 
this purpose is a pyramid, another is an 
obelisk, and still another is a column sup - 
ported on a base. 


It takes care and labor to freeze the flow- 


ers in the ice in attractive and suitable 
shape. Separate buds may have to bo held 
In position in the water \intil the gradu- 
ally freezing ice comes up to support them 
where they have been held. Hoses and 
various other flowers are frozen in ice 
forms in this manner. At an ieo manu- 
facturing establishment in the city at 
Christmas time, there was frozen into a 
block of ice for a customer a bunch of 
holly. Decorative pieces foi the table are 
of course s^t upon a suitable holder. Such 
pieces will last without great deterioration 
for hours. 


While ice in these various forms for dis- 


play and decorative purposes is called for 
occasionally, the demand is not great.— 
New York Sun.
